In the name of the Commonwealth aforesaid, you are hereby 
required to notify and warn the inhabitants of said Town, quali- 
fied by law to vote in Town affairs, to meet at the Town Hall, 
on Monday, the Sixth day of March, next, punctually at 9 o’clock 
in the forenoon (the polls may be closed at 1 o’clock in the after- 
noon on said day of meeting), to act upon the following articles, 
namely:

their ballots, ‘‘Yes” or “‘No” in answer to the question: “Shall 
licenses be granted in this town for the sale of intoxicating 
liquors P” 


Article 3. To hear and act upon the report of the Select- 
men, Overseers of the Poor, School Committee, Engineers of the 
Fire Department, and any other officers and committees of said 
~ Town. 


Article 4. To raise such sum or sums of money as may be 
deemed necessary to defray town charges for the year ensuing, 
and appropriate the same. 


Article 5. ‘To see if the Town will authorize the Treasurer

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to borrow money in anticipation of taxes, the same to be paid 
from the taxes of 1911. 


Article 6. ‘To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Treasurer to borrow money for the purpose of providing funds 
to meet the necessary expenditures of the several departments of 
the Town during the period between the closing of the Town’s 
books on January Ist, 1912, and the end of the municipal year, 
or take any other action in relation thereto. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate all 
unexpended balances of the appropriations for the several de- 
partments remaining in the hands of the Treasurer upon the 
closing of the Town’s books on January Ist, 1912, to the pay- 
ment of any necessary expenditures of any or all of the several 
departments during the period extending from January Ist, 1912, 
the time of the closing of said books, and the end of the munici- 
pal year, or take any action in relation thereto. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will appropriate fifty dol- 
lars toward defraying the expense of Memorial Day. 


Article 9. To see if any discount will be allowed on taxes 
paid on or before the first of September, or take any action in 
relation to the same. 


Article 10. To see what disposition the Town will make of 
money refunded from the county on account of dog tax. 


Article 11. To see what compensation the Town will allow 
the collector of taxes for his services. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to take charge of all legal proceedings for or against the 
Town. 


Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $6,000 or any other sum to be expended under 
the direction of the Road Commissioners for the repair and re- 
construction of South Main Street, or take any other action in 
relation to the foregoing. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will instruct the Select- 
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men to locate an electric light on the Grafton & Upton Railroad 
bridge over Hopedale Street, near the high school building. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
fire engineers to locate a hydrant for the protection of the houses 
recently built by the Draper Company, westerly of the Hopedale 
Pond, raise and appropriate money therefor, or take any action 
in relation thereto. 


Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
committee heretofore appointed on fire apparatus to purchase a 
combination automobile pump and hose wagon, raise and appro- 
priate money therefor, or take any action in relation thereto.

TOWN MEETING, MARCH 6, 1911. 


Pursuant to warrant lawfully posted, the inhabitants of 
Hopedale, duly qualified by law to vote in elections and in town 
affairs met at Town Hall and punctually at nine o’clock were 
called to order by the Clerk of said town, who read the warrant, 
and under 


Article 1. Mr. F. J. Dutcher was chosen moderator with 
the use of the check list. 

Article 2. The polls being declared open, balloting for 
town officers, for “Yes” or ‘“‘No” in answer to the question, 
“Shall licenses be granted in the town for the sale of intoxicating 
liquors?” then proceeded. 

Article 3. Voted: That the report of the selectmen, 
overseers of poor, school committee, engineers of the fire depart- 
ment, and all other officers of the town be accepted as printed. 

Article 4. Voted: That the chair appoint a finance 
committee of nine, who shall retire and recommend a list of ap- 
propriations for the year ensuing.

Article 5. Voted: That the Town Treasurer, with the ap- 
proval of the Selectmen, be and hereby is authorized to borrow 
money from time to time in anticipation of taxes of the present 
municipal year to an amount not exceeding in the aggregate 
thirty-five thousand dollars, and to issue a note or notes there- 
for, payable within one year, any debt or debts incurred under 
this vote to be paid from the taxes of the present municipal year. 


Article 6. Voted: That the Treasurer be and hereby is 
authorized to borrow money at such time and in such amounts 
as he shall deem necessary, not to exceed five thousand dollars 
in all, and to issue therefor the town’s negotiable notes, payable 
at such time or times as he shall deem wise, and to bear interest 
at a rate not exceeding six per cent. the same to be paid from 
taxes assessed for the year 1912, the proceeds therefrom to be 
used in defraying the necessary expenditures of the various de- 
partments of the town during the period from January Ist, 1912,

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when the books of the town will be closed, and the expiration of 
the municipal year. 


Article 7. Voted: That all unexpended balances of the 
several appropriations remaining in the hands of the Treasurer 
upon the closing of the town’s books on January 1, 1912, be and 
hereby are appropriated for the payment of the necessary expen- 
ditures of the several departments of the town during the period 
from the closing of said books to the end of the municipal year. 


Article 8. Voted: ‘To raise and appropriate the sum of 
$60.00 to defray the expenses of Memorial Day, said amount to 
be paid Post 22, G. A. R. 


Article 9. Voted: To allow a discount of two per cent. 
on all taxes paid on or before September Ist. 


Article 10. Voted: To turn over to the Library the money 
refunded to the town from the county on account of dog tax. 


Article 11. Voted: That the collector of taxes be allowed 
one-half of one per cent. for his services. 


Article 12. Voted: ‘To authorize the Selectmen to take 
charge of all legal proceedings for or against the town. 


Article 13... Voted: That the sum of $6,000 be, and the 
same hereby is raised and appropriated to be expended under 
the direction of the Road Commissioners for the repair and recon- 
struction of South Main Street, and that said Road Commission- 
ers be authorized and empowered to contract for a whole or a 
part of the work connected therewith according to their judgment. 


Article 14. Voted: To pass the article. 


Article 15. Voted: That the fire engineers be authorized 
to locate a hydrant for the protection of the houses recently built 
by the Draper Company, westerly of the Hopedale Pond. (The 
general appropriation of water for fire purposes being made suf- 
ficient to cover). 

Article 16. Voted: ‘That this matter be referred back to 
the committee on fire apparatus for further investigation and 
consideration. 

Article 17. Voted: ‘That the fire engineers be authorized 
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to install a storage battery in place of the gravity battery now 
in use in the fire alarm service, and that the sum of $800 be raised , 
and appropriated for the same. ; 


Voted: That the polls be closed at one o’clock in the after- 
noon.

In accordance with a petition signed by a number of voters of 
this town the Road Commissioners have laid out Lake St. and 
have assessed the damage on the land recommended to be taken 
as $2,918.10. This amount is 50 per cent. of what the road ac- 
tually cost the Draper Company to build. 

There are two reasons that caused the Road Commissioners 
to recommend the acceptance of this street at this rate of damage. 

First: ‘This road was built in just the same way and with 
the same materials that the commission would have built the road 
for the town themselves.

Parents and others are requested to carefully examine the 
above lists and if any errors or omissions are discovered report 
them at once to the town clerk, that the record may be corrected, 
as it is of importance that the records of Vital Statistics should 
be complete. Herewith are extracts from the Revised Laws of 
Massachusetts, Vol. 1, Chap. 29, as amended by Chap. 93, Acts 
1910. 


SECTION 3. Physicians and midwives shall make and keep 
a record of all facts relative to births, specified in section one of 
this chapter and shall, on or before the fifth day of each month, 
report to the clerk of each city or town a correct list of all chil- 
dren born therein during the preceding month at whose birth 
they were present, stating the date and place of each birth, the 
name, if any, of the child, its sex and color, and the name, place 
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of birth and residence of the parents, the maiden name of the 
mother, and the occupation of the father. If the child is il- 
legitimate the name of, and other facts relating to, the father shall 
not be stated, except at the request in writing of both father and 
mother, filed with the return. The fee of the physician or mid- 
wife shall be twenty-five cents for each birth so reported, which 
shall be paid by the city or town where the report is made, upon 
presentation to the city or town treasurer of a certificate from 
the city or town clerk, stating that said births have been properly 
reported to him. A physician or midwife who neglects to make 
and keep the record required herein and to report such list or: or 
before the fifteenth day of the month shall for each offence forfeit 
not more than twenty-five dollars. 


SECTION 6. Parents within forty days after the birth of a 
child, and every householder, within forty days after the birth in 
his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given to the clerk of 
the city or town in which such child is born.

The work of suppression and extermination of the Gypsy 
and Brown ‘Tail Moths has been continued this year under 
instructions of the Selectmen, the expense being borne by the 
Park Department. 

Food for the song and game birds has been provided, and 
a large number of bird houses have been put up in various 
locations on our territory in an attempt to not only keep with us 
the birds frequenting our woods-and fields but to attract others 
by the offer of food and shelter. 

The Eleventh Annual Field Day of the Draper Company 
Employees was as usual a great success. Thousands of our own 
people and outsiders enjoyed the occasion. 

The Bath House records show that 247 baths were taken 
in one day, while 6,888 is the season’s total, of which number 
882 were girls. 

The numerous utilities offered by the town through this 
department are appreciated and made use of by more and more 
people each year. The miles of foot paths, springs of unfailing 
water, pine and hard wood groves offer attractions to all that love 
the open, while to the one specially interested in nature study, the 
animal, bird and plant life so abundantly to be found in and 
around our Park system is a source of pleasure and instruction. 

We recommend the usual appropriation of $2,500 for the 
coming year.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE OF HOPEDALE :— 


The eighteenth annual report of the superintendent of 
schools is herewith presented. 

Some important changes in teachers have occurred during 
the year. Mr. Fenner was elected to the principalship of the 
Cranston high school late in June. ‘This was especially compli- 
mentary to Mr. Fenner since he had previously taught in the 
school for several years. Professionally and financially the po- 
sition was attractive, and it is not surprising that, notwithstand- 
ing the wishes of his many friends here, he felt obliged to choose 
the position offering the larger opportunities. Mr. Guy A. Tuttle 
was selected from about thirty candidates to fill the vacancy, and 
we feel that no mistake was made in the selection. Mr. Tuttle 
is a graduate of Bates College, comes from a family of school- 
men, and has had successful experience in high school work. 
Miss Lucy Day, who had been doing part-time work for about 
two years, was elected to the position made vacant by the resigna- 
tion of Miss Spaulding. In addition to these changes in teachers, 
the introduction of cooking, sewing, and manual training into the 
high school course necessitated other readjustments. ‘That so 
extensive a reorganization was effected without confusion or loss 
of control reflects credit upon Mr. Tuttle and his assistants. 
More detailed information concerning the high school will be 
found in the principal’s report. 

Two changes of teachers have occurred in the grades. Miss 
Rogers, who was granted a year’s leave of absence, was elected 
to an important normal school position at Moorhead, Minnesota. 
Miss Johnson was offered departmental work in New Britain, 
Conn., at a considerable increase of salary. Practically all 
teachers regard higher salaries, larger opportunities, and greater 
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prestige as natural and legitimate reasons for making a change. 
We certainly have no desire to stand in the way of any teacher’s 
professional or financial advancement. As a result of the above 
resignations, Miss Anna F. Reed and Miss Laura A. Daniels, 
both graduates of the Framingham Normal School, were added - 
to the teaching force. 

The printing outfit installed two years ago has been a more 
important factor in our school activities than is generally realized. 
It was no part of the original plan to produce expert printers. It 
was not expected that many if any of the pupils would ever fol- 
low printing as a vocation. The purpose was to give the pupils 
an opportunity to engage in productive effort—effort resulting in 
a definite, tangible product in which they felt a personal 
interest—effort relating to things real, concrete, and 
connected with life—to give them a certain amount of 
manual skill, to teach them to adapt means to an end and ma- 
terials to a purpose, in short, to view a problem from the con- 
structive point of view. I am confident that several 
pupils have been materially benefited in these directions. 

The pupils have done some printing for the schools, and will 
soon be able to do much more. No attempt has been made to se- 
cure commercial work, and it may not be wise to do so, yet it is 
probable that the best vocational education will be conducted un- 
der industrial conditions and dominated by commercial motives. 
A few of the boys have already done a little work of this character. 

By far the most pretentious piece of work was the “Hopedale 
Reminiscences.” It must be conceded that it was no small under- 
taking, but that makes the achievement all the more remarkable. — 
It seems to me no more than just that much credit should be 
given these children who, with practically no experience and with 
meager equipment, even with the assistance and leadership of an 
enthusiastic teacher, could accomplish, with patience, persever- 
ance, and cheerfulness, so creditable a piece of work. 

The Middlesex South Agricultural Society appropriated 
seventy-five dollars to be awarded as premiums for excellence in 
school and home manual arts, the exhibit to be held in connection 
with their annual fair in Framingham. Considering the distance 
and the difficulties of transportation, our pupils had a large num- 
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ber of articles on exhibition. It was very gratifying to receive 
seven awards—two first premiums, four second, and one honorable 
mention—but far more important than the value of the prizes 
or the honor which they imply is the fact that the children are 
interested in such a variety of manual activities. It has been the 
purpose of the schools to stimulate an interest in doing as well 
as knowing and to initiate activities which might be pursued out- 
side of school, with both profit and satisfaction to the pupil. 

Following the custom of the previous two years, the local 
exhibit of manual arts was held in connection with a food and 
candy sale the last week in September. The children entered 
heartily into the spirit of the occasion and deserve much praise for 
the success of both the sale and the exhibit. Mrs. Dutcher, Mrs. 
Bracken and Miss Sornborger kindly consented to act as judges, 
and the prizes were awarded with discriminating care. 

It is hardly reasonable to expect children to be deeply im- 
bued with the missionary spirit, and yet they have cheerfully co- 
operated with Miss Smith in carrying on the mission flower 
garden. ‘This enterprise appeals to very different mctives from 
those which prizes and premiums stimulate, and the flowers sent 
from this garden to the sick, stand for more than progress in 
gardening or manual training. ‘They represent the growth and 
development of the inner life of the child. ‘This is a work in 
character building for which Miss Smith is especially adapted, 
since example and influence are more important than facts and 
precepts. 

I wish to acknowledge the value and importance of the work 
Miss Sornborger is doing to bring the library and the schools into 
closer and more vital relations. We are grateful for her kindness 
in expending so much time and effort teaching the children how 
to use and appreciate the library. 

The stamp savings system has been continued as last year and 
with equally gratifying results. In this way we comply, and I 
think adequately, too, with the law requiring the teaching of 
thrift in the public schools. Over four hundred dollars have been 
paid back to the pupils, a good percentage of which has been 
deposited in the bank. The value of stamps sold during the 
calendar year 1911 amounts to four hundred and seventy dollars. 
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In previous reports reference has been made to manual train- 
ing and vocational education. The town appropriated one thou- 
sand dollars at the last annual meeting for this line of work. 
Two rooms at the high school have been fitted up, equipment 
installed, instructors secured, and courses in cooking, sewing, and 
wood work are now in successful operation. 

These new departures will of necessity require some time on 
the part of both teachers and pupils, and will consequently lessen 
the amount available for the regular subjects. They will involve 
considerable expense for the maintenance of the rooms and 
equipment, also for materials and instruction. In view of the 
constant expenditure of both time and money, parents and pupils 
should be warned against regarding these courses as a form of 
diversion or a means of entertainment for the children. They 
should be regarded as seriously and thoughtfully as grammar or 
geometry. ' 

The cooking and sewing are offered to all girls in the high 
school and in grades eight and nine, and the sewing is open to 
the seventh grade girls also. The work which the girls are doing 
may properly be called ‘vocational education” according to the 
definition given in the State school laws, and that particular form 
of vocational education designated as “household arts education.” 

The manual training is offered to all boys in the high school 
and in grades eight and nine. ‘The training which the boys are 
receiving is vocational, but as Mr. Perry intimates in his report, 
they will not become carpenters, machinists, nor plumbers as a 
direct result of what they are now doing. It should, however, 
give them the point of view from which the honest workman 
sees all trades, as well as a certain training of hand and eye 
which is fundamental in all trades. It will reveal and help to 
develop whatever mechanical tastes and aptitudes the boys may 
have. In time it will probably appear that not more than a 
fourth of the boys have the instincts of a real workman, and this 
suggests a possible differentiation of courses a little later. In my 
opinion the course as it now stands is good for every boy above 
the seventh grade, without regard to his future occupation. It

will be a direct benefit to him whether he depends upon his hands 
or his head for a livelihood. 

The value of the vocational course for both boys and girls will 
be materially increased if they continue similar lines of work 


outside of school. Mothers especially should encourage the girls 


to cook and sew at home. The best domestic science courses we 
can ever hope to have in school will still have the scholastic atmos- 
phere and wear the institutional aspect. Under proper conditions 
these subjects can best be taught in the home, but if not taught 
entirely there, they should at least be supplemented by home 
practice. 

Much has been said and written during the last few years 
about retardation or over-age pupils. Dr. Ayres of the Russell 
Sage Foundation has made a very exhaustive study of this sub- 
ject, The Chicago School Report for 1910-11 contains some 
pertinent statements concerning retardation and its causes, which 
I would like to quote. 

“In March, replies to a note of inquiry sent from the 
superintendent’s office to every elementary school principal showed 
17,251 children in grades 1 to 6, inclusive, spending a second year 
upon the grade in which they were then registered, and 526 spend- 
ing athird year. That ill health, frequent change of residence, or 
extremely slow mentality necessitated the repetition of the grade 
work by some of the 17,777 is undoubted, but the three causes 
combined did not contribute so many to the number 
as did the habit of inattention. The weakness in our 
schools, high and elementary, is the inability to secure attention 
from all pupils.” 

This is a woeful waste of time, money, energy, and oppor- 
tunity. It means that the single city of Chicago must maintain 
almost 450 additional schools at an annual cost of half a million 
dollars to provide for these pupils who fall behind their proper 
grade. Allow me to emphasize the fact that inattention is con- 
sidered the chief cause of this appalling waste. It is estimated 
by another authority that retarded pupils cost the taxpayers of 
this country upwards of $25,000,000 a year. 

In closing, I would like to add one paragraph relating to a 
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high school topic. Many people seem to think that a high school 
does not prepare for college unless it holds certificate privileges. 
In this connection, it may be of interest to read what one of 
America’s most distinguished educators thinks of the certificate 
plan of entering college. Dr. Eliot, formerly president of Har- 
vard University, says: “The certificate method of entering college 
has had a most deplorable effect on the quality of secondary 
schools all over the country, and has distinctly lowered the quali- 
ty of the entering classes of American universities in general.” 
It is quite possible that the necessity of passing college entrance 
examinations and securing admission on personal merit and in- 
dividual scholarship is not the greatest of misfortunes.. 

My work has been made easier and pleasanter because of 
the kindness and courtesy of all with whom my duties have brought 
me into contact.

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Report of the Principal of the High School. 


Mr. F. G. ATWELL, SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS: 
Dear Sir :— 


I herewith submit my first report as Principal of the High 
School. 

The school at the present time has an enrolment of twenty- 
five boys and twenty-one girls, four less than at the beginning of 
the school year. ‘These figures show a slight increase over the 
registration of the preceding two years. Although we should 
not aspire to become a large school, we have the equipment and 
facilities for becoming a school of unique excellence. But we 
shall not have the best school possible until every child who 
enters comes with such thorough preparation and seriousness of 
purpose as to enable him to profit by the advantages which the 
high school offers. 

The scholarship in the school is not as high as it should be. 
The desire to do even a fair amount of serious work is not so 
spontaneous as it might be. When this desire can go hand in 
hand with a corresponding necessity, then we shall have a more 
excellent school. 

In the normal mind, a little knowledge generally creates a 
desire for more, and parents owe it to their boys and girls to make 
sure that the “social idea,’’ so chronic among young people, is 
not preventing them from getting that little knowledge in home 
study. No student has time to get all his work done in school 
hours, and a minimum of two hours a day in home work is 
essential. A pupil’s fundamental duty in the high school is to 
study. When that idea gets firmly rooted in his mind, then 
other activities, social and athletic, may be profitably engaged in, 
but they must be subordinated. 

While the large majority of our pupils go no farther than 
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high school, still these figures are interesting :—28 students have 
been graduated in the last four years, and 13, or 46.4 per cent., 
have entered higher institutions. Of this number, 8, or 28.6 
per cent., are still in these institutions. We must provide courses, 
so far as possible, to meet the needs of those whose education will 
end with the high school and also those who will enter higher 
institutions of learning. 

The favorable attitude of the students, the energy of the 
teachers, and the helpful interest of the school officials encourage 
the hope of still better results.

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MUSIC TEACHER’S REPORT. 


Mr. F. G. ATWELL, SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS: 
Dear Sir :— 


Seventy-five years ago, there lived in Boston a man who be- 
lieved that music was worthy of a place in the public school 
curriculum. He thought if children were taught properly the 
fundamental principles of the science of music, and given the 
ability to apply those principles in song, the problem of a musical 
America would be solved. ‘To Dr. Lowell Mason we are indebted 
for taking the initiative in introducing music into the public 
schools. | 

The- educational value of. music is now almost universally 
conceded, and is taught as one of the regular subjects in nearly 
every town that has a modern course of study. 

As a nation we are far from being a musical people in the 
sense that Germany and Italy are musical, and if we ever become 
one, it will be through the instrumentality of the public schools. 
There the children are taught the rudiments of music, something 
of voice culture, and enough practice of good music to inculcate 
a love for it, and those who are most apt, will continue their study 
after leaving school. 

Music in Hopedale has been taught this year, as in the past, 
with earnest work on the part of teachers and pupils, and we 
feel that good results have been achieved.

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Report of the Instructor of Manual Training. 


With the beginning of the school year this department was 
introduced into the curriculum of the two upper grades and the 
High School. It should be stated that this course is in no wise 
given with the idea of teaching the pupil a trade. If we train 
the boy’s eye and hand, teach him the use of the more common 
tools, and instil into him a love and respect for good work, we 
shall have gone far toward fulfilling the purpose of manual 
training for the time we are able to give to it. 

It is a pleasure to report that from the first the boys have 
taken the most lively interest in the work; an interest that has 
impelled them to put forth their best efforts. 

The work turned out is most creditable considering the short 
time they have been under instruction, but it is the natural result 
of close attention to the task given them. 

The models were at first elementary, of course, but many 
of the boys are already at work on larger and more ambitious 
pieces. 

Extra time is given to those who wish it, and many have 
availed themselves of the opportunity after school hours. 

It is hoped that all who desire to do so will visit the school 
while the class is at work and get a clearer idea of the benefit of 
the course. My thanks are due the committee and superintendent 
for their cordial interest in the work.

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Report of the Teacher of Domestic Science. 


Mr. F. G. ATWELL, SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS: 
Dear Sir :— 


The work in Domestic Science has been so recently installed 
in Hopedale, that it seems fitting to report plans for its future 
growth and development as well as the progress we have already 
made. 

At the beginning of the school year we enrolled fifty-eight 
scholars in the cooking classes, and sixty-five in the sewing classes. 
A number of the high school girls have given up sewing, probably 
because the period comes after school hours. This has been 
rather unsatisfactory to the teacher, and the necessity of making 
these subjects compulsory, when once elected, is obvious. 

In the cooking classes, we have been doing group work en- 
tirely, making the cost of lessons low, less than two cents per 
pupil. Demonstration and individual work will be introduced, 
as they tend to develop self-reliance and ingenuity. In the sewing 
classes the girls have been making articles of clothing for use in 
the cooking classes, beside doing some special fancy work at 
Christmas time. A good start has been made in sewing in the 
past two years, and it is my intention, in continuing the work, to 
make it as interesting and practical as possible. The sewing 
course will include practice in the simpler stitches, the making 
of simple household articles, dressmaking, the use of patterns and 
the sewing machine, and a study of textiles. 

The time given to sewing, one hour per week for each 
class, is quite satisfactory. Owing to the nature of the work, it 
has been necessary to employ all of the time allowed for cooking 
(one hour and one-half per class) in practice work. To include 
theory with the practice, extra time should be allowed for class 
work and recitation. This is especially necessary in the high 
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school. The spirit in which the girls have taken hold of the work 
and their evident interest are most gratifying. | 

It is my desire (1) to give the girls a course which shall 
guide them in the right way of living, (2) to help them find 
pleasure in work which may have been considered unworthy of 
attention, and (3) to produce home-makers who will understand 
the best ways of bringing about conditions of health, comfort, 
and happiness in the home. Such a course would include general 
cleaning, building of fire and care of stoves, care of the sink 
and refrigerator, first principles of plumbing, simple laundry 
work, emergencies and home nursing, simple and advanced cook- 
ery, cookery for the sick, study of digestion, food values, plan- 
ning of economical, nourishing, and well-balanced menus, table 
manners, setting the table, serving and waiting upon table, after- 
noon teas, dietetics, etc. 

Trusting that this recently added course in Domestic Science 
will prove as useful and valuable in Hopedale as it has in other 
communities, and thanking all officers and teachers for their 
interest and co-operation, I respectfully submit this report.

The trustees wish to impress upon the inhabitants of the town 
that a public library is the proper place in which to deposit any 
manuscript or printed matter of any kind, whether book, pamphlet, 
report, notice, poster, handbill or newspaper, that contains any 
direct or indirect reference to Hopedale. If each citizen will bear 
this in mind, and do his share in the matter, the library will 
eventually contain a more complete history of our town than can 
be made in any other way. 

The trustees will furthermore welcome any suggestion that 
will in any way increase the usefulness of the library. 
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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 


The trustees of the Bancroft Memorial Library respectfully 
submit the twenty-sixth annual report and the eleventh from the 
new building. 

The report of the librarian with all statistics follows, to 
which we call your careful attention. You will see by it that our 
circulation during the year was twenty-three thousand nine hun- 
dred forty-two, the largest in the history of the library, and that 
there were nine thousand five hundred and thirty-seven visitors 
to the reading room as against eight thousand eight hundred and 
forty-two in nineteen hundred and ten. 

The work of the library has gone on with increased efficiency 
this year, under our faithful and devoted librarian and her co- 
workers. We regret we have been unable to retain the services 
of Mrs. Hammond and Miss Durgin as assistants, but we have 
supplied their places by Miss Fisher and Miss Rockwood, who 
have just undertaken the work; the interest. they are showing 
makes us feel sure they will be able to do well all the required 
work. ‘The continued interest and ability of the janitor add 
much to the comfort of the patrons and the library workers. 

The value of our library is much increased by our branch 
in So. Hopedale. Mrs. Smith has distributed two thousand one 
hundred and sixty-five books and it is remarkable that from her 
own home and in a rather scattered community, she has found it 
possible to accomplish so much. 

The means of supplying water for drinking from the foun- 
tain has proven something of a problem. The new law forbids 
general drinking glasses and, though three experts were consult- 
ed, no practical plan was presented. We hope to solve the prob- 
lem in a satisfactory manner next spring. 

The increase in our income from the Bancroft Fund has 
enabled us to purchase this year: The New International Year 
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Book, The Valpy edition of Shakespeare and to pay for thirteen 
volumes of the New Britannica Encyclopaedia from the full 
number, twenty-nine, which we have purchased, and this fund 
of next year will take care of the other sixteen volumes. 

The Gen. Draper Fund still allows us to purchase a few 
technical books; this year we have purchased eight books, making 
a total of one hundred and eighty-eight since the fund was given 
us in nineteen hundred. 

Under the stimulus of the twenty-fifth anniversary of the 
founding of the present library, a committee is at work on an 
investigation of the history of the library, under the community 
and later, obtaining all possible dates and facts which it is hoped 
will be of both interest and value. 

Mr. Osgood’s death on June tenth was a distinct loss to the 
library. The trustees had always found him an agreeable, intelli- 
gent and interested co-worker and adopted on July tenth the 
following resolutions. 


By the death of Hon. Edward L. Osgood, the Trustees of 
The Bancroft Memorial Library feel they have lost a valuable 
associate and the library an interested supporter. 

He served the town as a Trustee more than twelve years. 
He gave to it the handsomely framed portrait of Whittier, the 
favorite picture of the author himself. He gave the typewriter, 
which has been found indispensable in the work of the library. 
No year has passed but a’ goodly number of books or magazines 
have been added to the list through his generosity and interest. 

He was a most genial, considerate and agreeable co-worker, 
interested in all that seemed best for the library and its patrons, 
and sincere regret is expressed by the Trustees in the personal 
loss they feel they have sustained. 

Hence the following resolutions were adopted: Whereas, 
God in His Infinite wisdom has seen fit to remove from our midst — 
by death, The Hon. Edward L. Osgood, a member of the Board 
of Trustees of The Bancroft Memorial Library. Resolved, That 
in the death of Hon. Edward L. Osgood, the library has lost 
an efficient officer, who by his long experience and ample scholas- 
tic attainments was especially fitted for the position. 
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His genial nature and kindly disposition will long be re- 
membered by all his associates. 

Resolved: ‘That these resolutions be spread upon our rec- 
ords and also printed in our next annual report, and a copy sent 
to the family of our deceased member. 


At a joint meeting of the selectmen and the remaining 
trustees on September ninth, Mrs. Osgood was unanimously 
elected to fill the vacancy on our board. We are to be congratu- 
lated since she comes to the work with great intelligence and a 
lifelong interest in whatever tends to the good of our town. 

We endeavor every year to add to the efficiency of our library 
and the past year, the story telling hour proved well worth the 
time and strength given by our resourceful librarian, since so 
many children were anxious to attend, and the habit of visiting 
the library is desirable, as the child of today is the support of the 
library tomorrow. The work in the schools has been increased 
during the year and the ease with which the children are taught 
to use the card catalogue is most encouraging. 

Although our circulation increased and was the largest in 
our history, we still feel more can be accomplished. 

Since we feel the library is not a storehouse for knowledge 
and pleasure, but a means for the diffusion of both, we have de- 
cided to try a further experiment next year and allow all card 
holders the privilege of taking four books at a time: Four non- 
fiction or two non-fiction and two fiction. ‘This promises to give 
greater facilities and increased circulation, which is the object 
of our library work. We are very proud of our percentage of 
circulation per capita and justly so, since ours is nearly eleven per 
cent. and that of the entire state is less than four per cent. We 
want ours to be a ‘‘modern public library,” which as some one 
has said “‘is the change from a museum or Tema ny of books to 
that of a dynamic social agency.”

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‘LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


The librarian respectfully submits the fifth annual report: 


CIRCULATION. 


The library has been open 302 days for the circulation of 
books, with an average of 72 books each day. The largest 
number of books loaned on any one day was 186 on Dec. 26; the 
smallest 22 on July 26. 

The total circulation including the South Hopedale Branch 
was 23,962, a per capita circulation of 10.94 per cent. ‘This ex- 
ceeds 1909, the largest year to date by 1,399—without the South 
Hopedale help we should have been 766 volumes behind the record 
year. Only 28 per cent. of all books circulated were one week 
or new fiction and but 37 per cent. of the entire fiction circulation 
was of this class. As the per cent. of fiction circulated this year 
(75) is larger than last year or any year since 1899—so the per 
cent. of new fiction circulated exceeds last year by 6 per cent., both 
as compared with entire and with the fiction circulation. And 
this in spite of the fact that since April 26 a carefully selected 
list of interesting readable older fiction has been shelved with the 
new fiction. 

The juvenile circulation was 4,481 volumes, or 21 per cent. 
of the whole, with a fiction circulation of only 29 per cent. of the 
entire number of juvenile books loaned. 

Seven persons availed themselves of the vacation privilege, 
drawing in all 26 volumes. ‘This allows a card holder to borrow 
ten two-week books, for a period of four weeks or more as the 
absence from town may require, without the necessity of renewal. 

On July 1, the trustees made it possible for each card holder 
to draw a third book of non-fiction. At present each borrower 
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may have at one time a book of fiction, of non- “fiction and a maga- 
zine or three books of non-fiction. 

The trustees voted that this year books might be drawn for 
home use on Sunday as on other days, during the hours of open- 
ing, 4-7 p. m. But 25 books have been circulated since Nov. 1 
on Sunday. 

Four people have used the Boston Public Library through 
the inter-library loan, drawing in all 7 books. Transportation is 
paid in both directions by the person borrowing the books. 


READING Room. 


The reading room has been open 302 days, with 9,279 visitors, 
an average daily attendance of 30. The library has been open 
in addition 25 Sunday afternoons and used by 258 visitors, an 
average of 10 each Sunday. Less men have used the reading 
room this year than in any year since 1908, when we began to 
keep the count. The exact number was 2,326, including Sunday 
use. We would call attention to the twenty or more periodicals 
on technical subjects sent week by week to the library by the 
Draper Co., when they have finished using them. ‘These are kept 
on a table by themselves. A list of those regularly sent 
will be found appended to this report. 


Books. 


During the past year 479 volumes have been added to the 
library and 26 withdrawn. ‘The total number of volumes in the 
library on Dec. 31 was 11,042.. A larger number of children’s 
books have been bought than in past years. Nearly one-seventh 
of the books added were of this class. 

With a part of the Bancroft Fund was purchased the Valpy 
Shakespeare. This famous edition published in London in 1833 
is in 15 volumes, with one hundred and seventy illustrations 
from the Boydell plates. It is bound in soft brown calf and a 
harmonizing marbled paper. Thirteen volumes from the complete 
twenty-nine volume set of the New Britannica, in an extra strong 
binding, have been purchased from the same fund. It is 
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planned to complete the payment for the set with the Bancroft 
Fund in 1912. 

On Dec. 31, 1911, there remained $110 unexpended from 
the original $500 and accrued interest given by the late Gen. 
Draper in 1900. During this year eight books, listed elsewhere, 
have been bought, making the total number 188 volumes to date. 


SouTH HoPpEDALE BRANCH. 


The first complete year of the re-opened branch, at the home 
of Mrs. A. F. W. Smith, at South Hopedale, continues the ex- 
cellent record begun last year. There were 2,165 volumes loaned 
for home use, with 68 card-holders. This circulation is given 
elsewhere by classes, but special mention should be made of the 
large circulation of magazines, 681, between a third and a fourth 
of the whole number of books drawn. ‘This was possible because 
of the generous number of magazines given for use at the 
Branch by interested people in the town who have donated the 
magazines to the library, month by month, when through with 
them at home. The juvenile circulation (489 volumes) is also 
very creditable. 


WoRK WITH THE SCHOOLS. 


Classes have been held at the library and the bulletin board 
maintained in grade VI much as in former years. 

Certificates were given for prescribed summer -reading by 
children if the grades as in 1909, but with a few additions. Each 
child competing had to give an oral report of each book read to 
the librarian and also furnish a brief written one on a card, which 
was filed for future reference. ‘The children in.grades V through 
VIII inclusive, read and reported on 44 books. Nine only per- 
severed and read at least the three necessary to secure a certificate. 
These are the pupils to whom certificates were given in the assem- 
bly hall of the Grammar Building by Miss Bancroft, chairman of 
the Board of Trustees:

Ten story-hours were held at 9.30 on Tuesday and Friday 
mornings from June 27, through July. The children from 
grades III and IV only were invited to attend. In spite of the 
extreme heat there was a total attendance of 133, with separate 
daily attendance ranging from 25 to 5. Except for two days, 
when Mrs. Cranston Thayer and Miss Florence Walker very 
kindly acted as story-tellers, the stories were told by the librarian. 
The subjects were as follows: Joan of Arc; Napoleon; Grace 
_ Darling; Dr. Grenfell; King Richard; Hans and the dyke and 
The Old Man of Japan; Frederick Barbarossa; Robin Hood ; 
Arion; Venice. A part of each story hour was spent in reading 
“Swiss Family Robinson.” An interested friend gave three books, 
one of which was given to Roland Lowe, who read and reported 
on the largest number, eight, and the others to Francis Darling 
and Tilda Nutting, who attended every story-hour. 


LocaL HISTORY. 


A rare pamphlet on “Spirit Manifestations,’ written by Adin 
Ballou, copyrighted by E. D. Draper and printed in Boston in 
1853 has been given to the library by Mr. F. J. Dutcher. 

“The Hopedale Collection of Hymns and Songs,” compiled 
by Adin Ballou, printed at Hopedale by the Hopedale Press in 
1850, has been presented by Miss Anna M. Bancroft, together 
with the following pamphlets: ‘‘In memoriam, Rev. Adin Ballou,”’ 
a sermon given in the Unitarian church, at Mendon, Aug. 24, 
1890, by Rev. C. A. Staples; ‘“‘An Address, delivered in the chapel 
at Hopedale, Mass., Feb. 2, 1870, at the funeral of Mrs. Anna T. 
Draper, wife of Mr. Ebenezer D. Draper,” by Adin Ballou; 
“Opening argument of N. Sumner Myrick, Esq., testimony and 
closing argument of Hon. Selwyn Z. Bowman before the legisla- 
tive committee on towns, 1886, in favor of the incorporation of the 
town of Hopedale.” 

A copy of the pamphlet, “Hopedale Reminiscences,” printed 
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by the Hopedale School Press, in 1910-11, has been given by 
Miss J. A. Smith. ‘The pamphlet consists of eleven papers, read 
before the Hopedale Ladies’ Sewing Society and Branch Alliance, 
April 27, 1910. 

The library is trying by purchase or otherwise to collect a 
duplicate set of books, written by Adin Ballou. To this end 
eight volumes have been bought this year. 

One picture has been given to the local photograph album by 
Miss Sornborger. 


EXHIBITS. 


The Library Art Club has sent thirteen exhibits as follows: 
Unger, No. 2; Yellowstone, No. 3; Medici women; Rise of 
sculpture, No. 1; Rise of sculpture, No. 2; Cotton and silk;

During March, the Health Library sent out by the Massachu- 
setts State Federation of Women’s clubs, was on exhibition for 
three weeks.
